Tear Madam: 


We have looked over the coins that you left 
with us the other day, and I find thirty die varieties 
of the half-dollars and seventeen of the quarter-dollars 
that we do not have; also, eighteen foreign silver coins 
and twenty foreign coprer coins which are not represented 
in our cofiection at the Museum. Of those that are left, 
there are about sixty half- and eighty-five quarter-doliars: 
Six goid pieces and a number of foreign coins, chiefly copper, 
and the bundle of serint. It is very doubtful if you could 
get much over face value for the haif- and quarter-doliars. 
We, however, could get a little more than this vy selling 
them now and then to certain coilecters who might want them. 
The gold coins you might get $80 for; we, selling them 
separately now and then, might realise & "yittle more than 
this. The fractional currency or script is worth about # £6.00. 


As I told you, I am writing you just the status of 
this collection as when you left them you did not state whether 


you wished to present all,or just those we did net have, to the | 


Museum. Whatevei your decision, we wish to thank you most.
